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Wainwright Business 
Section Razed By 
Fire Sunday Last

A blaze which started Sunday 
morning last in a rubbish heap at 
the rear ofa shack, fanned by a 
40-mile an hour wind, spread so 
rapidly through the business sec- 
tion of the town that only four 
premises stand today where once 
there was a thriving centre 

Some buildings, not in the path 
of the flames, and go still'standing, 
include the telephone office, CN.R 
depot, new federal customs build- 
ing, new Wainwright Star building, 
the school, several churches and 
the residential part of the town. 

Occupants of the Wainwright 
and Park Hotels, which went up 
in an inferno of flames within 20 
minntes of the outbreak, escaped 
with such clothes as they could 
throw about themselves. 

The municipal skating rink, val- 
ued at $25,000 and considered one 
of the finest fora small town in 
Western Canada, was destroyed. 
Not a single life was lost and no- 
body seriously injured. 

No accurate estimate of loss is 
yet poaslble, but Mayor Forster 
gives the round figure loss vs $750,- 


000.

CPR. Crop Report 


Stresses Need Of Rains 
Throughout Prairies 


Winnipeg, Man., July 22.—Ex- 
treme heat accompanied by hot 
drying winds in some diatriete in- 
tensify the need of rains on the 
prairies especially in Alberta. Scat- 
tered showers of heavy rain fel] in 
some districts during last week, 
but the hot atmosphere and the ab- 
sence of any general precipitation 
has rendered the crop condition 
less promising than Jast week. A 
large percentage of wheat is now in 
head and some of the earlier varie- 
ties in flower and milk stage on 
straw ranging from 14 to 20 inches 
with some shorter and some fielde 
considerably higher, moieture, be- 
jing of course, the factor of growth. 
Oats and barley are backward and 
generally on the short side, with 
some ofthe former and much of 
the latter in the head, but require 
much moisture to produce even a 
fair crop of feed in the drouth die- 
tricts. 


Taking the situation as a whole, 
it is difficult to definitely forecast 
the outcome of the present epotty 
condition of thecrop as much de- 
pends on frequent receipt of raine 
to develop and fill the heade al- 
ready short. Much of the eum- 
merfallow grain is holding up well, 
but stubble, fall and epring plowed 
crops are almost a failure, and are 
being abandoned or veed for past- 
ure, this being particularly the case 
in northeastern and central Alber- 
ta, south central and eouth eaatern 

Saskatchewan, and at scattered 
points in Manitoba. Hay and clov- 
er cutting is now under way at a 
number of points and cutting of 
tye commenced at Seven Persone 
(Taber sub-division) Friday Jatt. 


Conditions in the Didsbury dis- 
trict appear, for the most part, 
more promising than most sections 
of the province. Fair etande of 
grains are in evidence in some cec- 
tions both east and west, while 
other parts the outcome will be 
away below normal but on the 
whole conditions are not aa un- 
satisfactory as compared withother 
districts

Importance Of Tourist Trade 


As an Economic Factor In 
Canada Continues To Increase 


te] 


The importance of the tourist! 
trade as an economic factor in Can-| 
ada continues to increase and is he- | 
ing recognized to a greater extent 
than ever by all classes of the com-! 
munity. Fresh interest has been 
stimulated in the subject by the re- 
cent publication of estimates by the 
Dominion Government placing the ex- 
penditures of tourists from other 
countries in this Dominion at 
$250,501,000. It is predicted freely 
that when the totals for 1929 come 
to be written up they will be well in 
excess of the $300,000,000 mark. The 
fact, moreover, that the expenditures 
of tourists from other countries in 
Canada amounted to $250,501,009 in 
1928, while those of Canalian t ur- 
ists abrond amounted to $108,215, 
000, thereby leaving a substantial 
credit balance of trade, is satisfac- 
tory, but when this worked down 
to a per capita basis it will be seen 
that Canadians spend far more in 
proportion abroad than do foreigners 
here, 

For instance, the figures for the 
United States alone. These show that 
while American tourists spend some 
$240,000.00, or about $2.40 per 
capita here, Canadians spend §$75,- 
000,000, or $7.50 per capita, Across | 
the line. It is evident, therefore, | 
that on a per capita basis we are | 


not getting as large a share of the | 
American tourist trade as we should. | 
This will probably be corrected as| 
the attractions of Canada become 
better known, 

Commen‘ing on the situation, the! 
government statistician says that | 
Canade,'s great natural assets,—her | 
picturesque scenery, the diversity of | 
lake, forest, and river, the many; 
large districts still remaining in| 
their natural sta‘e, the healthful and | 
invigorating climate, the charm of | 
the Canadian winter and its distine- 
tive sports, the old world lure of 
French Canada, attract tourists in 
ver-inecreasing numbers. The pres- 
ence on our southern border of the 
United States, with its dense popula- 
tion possessing in a high degree the 
lcisure and means to travel, the ease 
of communication between the two] 
countries, the large automobile pop- 
ulation, the relative cheapness of an 
automobile holiday in Canada for the 
average American family, and the 
close interlocking of business inter-| 
ests between the two countries re- | 
sult in a very large travel over the 
border. Canadians, too, are attracted 
by the larger United States cities| 
with their theatres, museums, etc., 
and the more “settled” yy, 
while large numbers of well-to-do} 
Canadians visit United S‘ates’ win- 
ter playgrounds in the south, 

That Canadians realize the 
economic importance of this traffic is

Grades For Strawberries 


Fruit Commissioner Has Worked 
Out Recommended Grades 


For Berries 


The marketing of all kinds of pro- 
duce is materially helped when pro- 
perly graded. The fruit commiss{on- 
er of-the Department of Agriculture, 
at Ottawa, hus offered recommended 
grades for strawberries. First of all, 
it is recommended that the fruit be 
divided into No. 1, No. 1 canning, 
and No. 1 for jam. The specifications 
for No. 1 strawberries calls for fruit 
with the calyx and a short stem at- 
tached, which are well formed, of 
good colour, firm, but not over-ripe, 
free from surface moisture, bruises, 
bird pecks, mould, and from damage 
caused by sand, diseases or other 
means, The minimum diameter for 
this grade is three-quarters of an 
inch, measured from side to side. 

No. 1 canning strawberries are 
recommended to consist of field run 
fruit, clean, sound, ripe, firm, and of 
uniform size, of good colour and free 
from malformed or monkey-faced 
berries. 

The specifications for No. 1 jam 
strawberries call for field run fruit, 
clean, ripe, and\of good colour, free 
from malformed or monkey-faced. 

In order to allow for variations in- 
cident to careful commercial grading 
and handling, an allowance of five 
per cent under the prescribed size 
and five per cent. by volume m

The proposals of James A. Robb,

‘CLEAN SEED 


VERSUS WEEDS 


ee 


(By G. M. Stewart, District Inspector, 
Dominion Seed Branch) 

The attention of the public is be- 
ing drawn, during this time of the 
year, to problems relating to weeds. 
All who are interested in our agri- 
cultural industry, realize the neces- 
sity of wecd prevention and eradica- 
tion. There is ample evidence of 
serious losses cach year through pol- 
lution of our cereal crops, and the 
expense connected with hauling, ship- 
ping and cleaning our screenings con- 
sisting largely of weed seeds, is 
greatly reducing farm profits. 
only way to profitable production is 
to be more persistent than the weed. 
Eradication is good, but prevention 
is bettor. One method of preventing 
the introduction of new weeds and the 
spread of old ones, is to sow only 
clean seed, 

Every individual farmer is person- 
ally responsible for the sced he sows 
on his own land, but the Seeds Act, 
administered by the Seed Branch, 
Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
controls the importation and sale of 
seed in Canada, This act provides 
grades under which seed may be sold 
and all seed offered for sale must be 
labelled with one of such grades, 
which makes it possible for a buyer 
of seed to know before purchesing 
the quality of seed he is securing. 
Freedom from weed seed is an impor- 
tant factor in the grading of seed. 
The careful farmer wi'l insist on pro- 
curing cnly the highest grade of seed 
obtainable, as undoubtedly some of 
our worst weeds have been introduced 
into fertile land through dirty seed 
The farmer can safeguard himself 
from getting any new weed seeds, by
